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NORTHWEST CHAPTER QCWA 


The Northwest Chapter of QCWA has developed what is recognized far and wide, as one of the finest Museums dedi- 
cated to the proposition of providing the Public with a record of the evolutionary development of radio communi- 
cation. The one man most responsible for bringing the Museum to its present high standard is Warrlen L. Green, 
W7JY, At the request of Tex Sloat, W7AHK, Warren has provided us with a short story of the accomplishment. He is 
a humble man, and his story reflects this...we, here at QCWA Headquarters, are informed that without his help the 
Museum simply might not have been made into a real world accomplishment. Now, to Warren's story: 


Old radio parts come to life in Northwest Chapter's museums. The Chapter's display at the Rocky Reach Dam, on 
Washington State's Columbia River at Wenatchee, has recently been redone to brighten up the show cases, and add 
new equipment. Large posters on the walls give a touch of help in relating the material to the general public as 
well as the technically minded visitors. It is a part of the museum maintained by the Chelan County Public Util- 
ity District, visited annually be about three-hundred thousand people. 


The original idea for a historical collection began with Howard Pyle, W70E, and Dr. Clifford Spike, W70S, back 
in the 1950s. The equipment was donated by chapter members and traveled about in displays at QCWA gatherings, 
ham fairs and local radio club meetings. Eventually the collection grew in quantity and quality to a point where 
a permanent location was deemed necessary. The Power District maintains a fine museum presenting Indian arti- 
facts, archeological and pioneer historical exhibits. The museum is situated on a balcony that runs the full 
length of the 750 foot power house overlooking the generator gallery. About ten years ago the District added an- 
other 750 feet to the power house and in the new gallery space available, established an electrical museum known 
as the Gallery of Electricity, This is now as fine an historical electrical museum as can be gound anywhere in 
the Country, professionally done to provide an educational walk through history 


The Northwest Chapter of QCWA was alloted an area for their exhibit 
Displays range from spark through the broadcasting era and include 
amateur, marine and telegraph materials. Sixteen large glass show 
cases contain, among other displays, the complete original 1000-Watt 
spark station donated by Glenn Stewart, W7EG. The Art-work was done 
by the Power District's photographers who blew up old pictures and 
advertisements to adorn the walls.. Warren Green, W7JY, acts as the 
Curator for QCWA along with help from many others. The beautiful 
restoration work on equipment was done by James Nelson, W7RZZ

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 


NAME AND PURPOSES OF THE ASSOCIATION 


Section 1, This Association shall be known as the QUARTER CENTURY WIRELESS ASSOCIATION, INC. 
Section 2. The purposes of the Association shall be: 


(a) To promote friendship and cooperation among Amateur Radio (Wireless) operators 
who were licensed as such at least a quarter of a century ago 


(b) To operate exclusvely for charitable, educational and scientific purposes 

> entitling the Association to exemption under the provisions of Section 501 (c)(3) 
of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954, as amended, and more specifically to promote 
interest in Amateur Radio Communications and the advancement of the electronic art, 
making use of the reservoir of knowledge and experience represented within the 
membership of QCWA for the benefit of all Radio Amateurs and the furtherance of the 
Public welfare through Amateur Radio Communications; to provide a scholarship fund 
for worthy students who are Radio Amateurs. 


(c) In the furtherance of its corporate purposes, the Association shall have all 
general powers enumerated in Section 202 N-PCL, together with the power to solicit 
grants and contributions for corporate purposes. 


(d) Nothing herein shall authorize this Association, directly or indirectly to engage in 
or include among its purposes, any of the activities mentioned in Not-for-profit 
Corporation Law, Section 404 (b)-(p) of Executive Law, Section 757, 


(e) No part of the income of the Association shall inure to the benefit of any member, 
director or officer of the Association or any private individual (except that 
reasonable compensation may be paid for services rendered to or for the Association 
affecting one or more of its purposes), and no member, director, or officer of the 
Association or any private individual shall be entitled to share in the distribution 
of the Associations assets on dissolution of the Association. 


(f) No part of the activities of the Association shall include participating in or 
intervening in (including the publication or distribution of statements for) any 
political campaign on behalf of any candidate for public office or engaging in any 
substantial way, directly or indirectly, in carrying on propaganda or otherwise 
attempting to influence legislation. 


(g) In the event of dissolution, all of the remaining assets and property of the 
Association shall, after necessary expenses thereof, be distributed to such 
organizations as shall qualify under Section 501 (c)(3) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954, as amended, subject to an order of a Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the State of New York. 


(h) The Association shall distribute its income for each taxable year at such time and in 
such manner as not to subject it to tax under Section 4942 of the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954, as amended, and the Association shall not (a) engage in any act of self-dealing 
as defined in Section 4941 (d) of the Code; (b) retain any excess business holdings as 
defined in Section 4943 (c) of the Code; (c) make any investments in such manner as to 
subject the Association to tax under Section 4944 of the Code; or (d) make any taxable 
expenditures as defined in Section 4945 (d) of the Code 


ARTICLE IT 
MEMBERSHIP 


Section 1. The membership of the Association shall consist of those persons who have signed the 
Certificate of Incorporation, together with all persons who are hereafter received into or 
elected to membership as hereinafter provided. 


Section 2; Any person is eligible for membership who submits satisfactory proof that he or she is at 
present a licensed Amateur Radio (wireless) operator, that he or she was licensed as such 
twenty-five or more years prior to making application and who, upon submitting an application 
is approved as provided in the By-Laws of the Association 
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Section 3. The classes of membership and the fees therefore are as prescribed in the By-Laws. 


Section 4. Any member may withdraw from membership in the Association by presenting to the General 
Manager a written statement of resignation. 


Section 5. A member may be expelled for violation of the By-Laws of the Association or for other cause 
prejudicial to the best interests of the Association. Such expulsion may be effected by 
affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Board of Directors at a duly called meeting. 


Section 6. Any resigned or expelled member forfeits all rights and/or privileges of the Association. 


ARTICLE IIT 


GOVERNMENT 
Section 1. The general management of the affairs of the Association shall be vested in the Board of 
Directors, who shall be elected as provided in the By-Laws. 
Section 2. The Officers of the Association shall consist of a President, Vice President, Secretary and 


Treasurer. 


Section 3. The Board of Directors shall consist of the President, Vice President, Secretary and 
Treasurer and five Directors of the Association. 


Section 4. The Board of Directors shall meet at least once each year and at the call of the President. 
At least one-half of the Board members shall be present to constitute a quorum. 


Section 5S. If a vacancy occurs among the Officers or Directors, such vacancy shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by a majority vote of the Board of Directors. 


Section 6, The President shall be a member ex-officio of all committees. 
ARTICLE 1V 
MEETINGS 
Section 1, The Association shall hold an annual meeting during the second half of each year at a time 


and place to be designated by the Board of Directors, 

Section 2. The purpose of the Annual meeting shall be a report of the Board to the general membership, 
the installation of Officers and Directors elected during the year and such other business 
as may be deemed necessary. 


ARTICLE V 
FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 


Section 1. No financial obligations shall be incurred on behalf of the Association except by prior approval 
by affirmative vote of two thirds of the Board of Directors as covered in the By-Laws 


ARTICLE VI 


AMENDMENTS: 


Section 1, Amendments to this Constitution may be initiated by a majority vote of the Board of Directors 
or by petition submitted to the Secretary by at least five percent (5%) of the members in good 
standing on January first of the year of submission of the petition, provided that no more than 
25% of the signatures to the petition be from any one call-sign area. Proposed amendments, with 
a ballot, shall be mailed to the membership at least 60 days before the date appointed for the 
return of the ballot, and the ballot shall carry a statement of the return date limit. Approval 
of the amendment by at least two-thirds of the members voting shall be necessary for its enactment. 


Section 2. The President, with the approval of the Board of Directors, shall appoint two or more tellers to 
count the ballots for the amendment. The Tellers shall certify in writing to the President and 
the General Manager the results of the ballot count.

BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE 


MEMBERSHIP 
Section 1. There shall be the following classes of Membership: 
(a) Full Membership 
(b) Life Membership 
(c) Honorary Membership 
Section 2. The classes of membership are defined as follows 
(a) Full Members shall be those members holding full rights and privileges of membership. 
.(b) Life Members shall be: those Full Members whose dues have been paid or granted for Life. 


(c) Honorary Membership may be granted by action of the Board of Directors in recognition of 
outstanding service rendered by persons not otherwise eligible for membership in the 
Association. Honorary members may not vote or be elected to the Board of Directors. 


Section 3. A person eligible for membership may apply by making application on the form prescribed and 
submitting the application to the General Manager for approval. Upon approval, and subject 
to review by the Board of Directors, the applicant shall be notified of his election to 
membership. 


ARTICLE IL 


DUES 


Section 1, Each applicant for Full Membership shall remit an entry fee of Three Dollars ($3.00) plus 
three years dues of Fourteen Dollars ($14.00), making a total of Seventeen Dollars ($17.00), 
which shall be returned to him or her should the application not be approved 


Section 2. Each applicant for Life Membership shall make a life-time payment of Seventy Dollars ($70.00). 
Payment for Life Membership may be made in three installments over a period of one year. 
First payment must be Thirty-Five Dollars ($35.00), second payment Twenty Dollars ($20.00) 
and final payment Fifteen Dollars ($15.00). If payments are not completed within one year 
period, the money paid will be credited toward regular dues, If an entry fee has not been 
previously paid, it must be remitted with the first payment of Life Membership. 


Section 3, There shall be no dues or entry fee for Honorary Membership. 


Section 4, Any member whose dues have not been received by the Association within three months after 
expiration shall be dropped from all membership lists. 


Section 5, Each applicant accepted for membership shall be assigned a membership number in chronological 
sequence. This number shall not be reassigned to another member. 


Section*6. Applicants for membership who were former members shall be reinstated and reassigned their 
original membership number upon payment of current dues. No member shall knowingly be 
assigned more than one membership number. 


Section 7, Members residing outside North American Continental limits may have full membership privileges 
upon payment of Ten Dollars ($10.00) for three years, with exception of publications. Such 
members may have the option of receiving these publications at cost of publishing and mailing 
which may be set from time to time. 


ARTICLE III 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


Section 1. The Board of Directors shall have control over the property and affairs of the Association and 
shall fix its policies. It shall have the power to hold meetings, appoint committees, suspend, 
censure and take all necessary and proper steps to carry out the principles of the Association 
and promote its best interests. It shall appoint a General Manager and such other employees 
as may be considered necessary and fix their compensation 


Section 2. Meetings of the Board of Directors and the regular meetings of the Association may be held 
within any state of the United States as authorized by the Board of Directors. 
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Special meetings of the Board of Directors may, at the call of the President, be convened and 
action taken by mail or telephonic communications, 


No Officer or Director shall receive renumeration for his services in any capacity. This is 
not to preclude reimbursement for documented expenses approved by the President. 


Each Officer and Director of the Association shall serve for a term of two (2) years or until 
his successor is duly elected. 


A vacancy in the Board of Directors shall be deemed to occur upon the death or resignation of 
a member or upon his refusal to act. 


Robert's Rules of Order shall govern meetings of the Board of Directors and of the Association 
in all cases which are applicable. 


ARTICLE IV 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


The President shall preside at all meetings of the Association and of the Board of Directors. 
He shall, with the assistance of the General Manager, carry out the mandates and directives of 
the Board of Directors, He shall appoint such committees as he or the Board of Directors 
shall consider expedient or necessary. 


In the absence of the President, the Vice President shall perform his duties. In the absence of 
both the President and Vice President, such Officers as may be present shall select a member 
of the Board to assume the duties of the President. 


The Secretary shall record the proceedings of all meetings of the Board of Directors. He shall 
promptly furnish copies of the minutes of these meetings to all members of the Board and 

publish a summary in the QCWA NEWS, He shall be responsible for maintaining the corporate 

status of the Association and filing all corporate reports and certificates which may be required, 


The Treasurer shall be responsible for the funds of the Association and shall be accountable 
to the Board of Directors. He shall prepare a proposed operating budget for submission to the 
Board of Directors prior to each Annual Meeting of the Board, 


Upon the termination of his term of office, each Officer shall send to his successor, within 
30 days, all property of the Association in his custody. 


ARTICLE V 


GENERAL MANAGER 


The General Manager shall be appointed by the Board of Directors. He shall manage the affairs of 
the Association under the direction of the President and/or the Board of Directors. He shall 
attend all meetings of the Board but without vote. He shall collect all monies due the Association 
und turn them over to the Treasurer. He shall from time to time furnish to the Board of Directors 
such reports as may be required. He shall conduct the general correspondence of the Association 
and keep full records. He shall be the General Manager of the Association's publications. He 
shall prepare and submit to each Annual Meeting of the Board of Directors a comprehensive report 
of the progress and status of the affairs of the Association. 


The Association's directories, year book, membership lists or other membership mailing facilities 
shall not be sold nor be made available to any person or organization without the prior approval 
of the Board of Directors, 


ARTICLE Vi 


NOMINATIONS AND ELECTIONS 
The regular election of Officers and Directors shall be held in odd numbered years. 


No member may qualify for nomination to be an Officer or Director of the Association uniess he 
shall have been a member in good standing continuously for more than two (2) years immediately 
preceding his nomination. 

At the Annual Meeting held in even-numbered calendar years, the President, subject to approval 
of the Board of Directors, shall appoint a Nominating Committee to select eligible candidates 
for the offices of President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and appropriate Director 
positions. Nominations made by this Committee shall be announced in the Winter issue of QCWA 
News along with a call for petitions from the membership for additional nominations. 
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4. Nominations of Officers and Director candidates may be submitted by the membership by petition 
signed by at least 100 members in good standing. Such petitions shall be submitted to the 
Secretary, post marked no later than 10 February of odd numbered years. Upon receipt of such 
a petition, the Secretary shall, upon verifying the validity of the petition and the eligibility 
of the candidates, cause the names of the candidates to be placed on the ballot along with those 
submitted by the Nominating Committee. Publication of the list of all eligible candidates shall 
be made in the Spring issue of the QCWA News. 


5. Each candidate shall be requested to submit in writing a brief biographical outline to the 
Secretary by May 1, This biographical outline shall accompany the ballot 


6. Ballots shall be sent no later than July of each odd-numbered year to each member in good 
standing. The polls shall be open no less than 60 days after the date of ballot mailing 
Election of the candidates shall be by written ballot vote of a plurality of the members 
voting before the close of the polls. 


7. The President shall, with the approval of the Board of Directors, appoint two or more tellers 
to count the ballots. The tellers shall certify in writing the results of the ballot count 
for each candidate to the Secretary and to the General Manager 


8. Results of the election shall be published prior to the Annual Meeting. Candidates shall be 
notified by the General Manager of the results of the balloting via telephone within 24 
hours of certification by the Secretary, 


ARTICLE VIL 


CHAPTERS, 


1. Chapters may from time to time be formed upon the approval of the Board of Directors. The re- 
quirement for a Chapter shall be as follows: 


(a) Each Chapter member must be and continue to be a member in good standing of the Quarter 
Century Wireless Association, Inc. 


(b) The Chapter must have at least ten (10) members residing in the same geographical area. 


(c) The Constitution and By-Laws of each Chapter must be consistant with the principles of the 
Constitution and By-Laws of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 


(d) Each Chapter shall elect a President/Chairman and other officers as required to conduct the 
business of the Chapter. The Secretary shall correspond with the QCWA Headquarters Office 
and keep the General Manager informed of current information regarding the Chapter 


(e) Each Chapter may have such local business or social meetings as it wishes and for such 
purposes as are within the spirit of the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc. 
ARTICLE VIII 


FINANCIAL OBLIGATIONS 


1, All obligations incurred by the Association shall be solely corporate obligations and no personal 
liability whatsoever shall attach to, or be incurred by, any member, Officer or Director of the 
Association by reason of any such corporate obligations. 


2. Expenditures beyond those approved in the Annual Budget shall not be made without prior approval 
of two-thirds of the members of the Board of Directors 


ARTICLE IX 


AMENDMENTS 


1, These By-Laws may be amended from time to time by affirmative vote of two-thirds of the Board 
of Directors at any regularly called meeting of the Board of Directors. 


2, Petitions to change the By-Laws may be submitted to the Secretary upon signature of at least 
200 members in good standing on Janaury 1st of the year of submission of the petition. The 
Board of Directors must consider and vote upon said petition at the next succeeding meeting 
of the Board of Directors. 


3. The membership shall be advised of any amendment to these By-Laws at least sixty (60) days 
prior to its becoming effective.

The Fourth meeting of the Northern Lights Chapter 92, of QCWA was called to order by Chairman, Davie, KL7CUK, at 
0925 PM, November 11, 1978, in the Bounty Restaurant, Palmer, Alaska. There were 22 members and guests attending 
the meeting and preliminary dinner. Members licensed 25 years ago and presently active in amateur radio included: 
KL7AM, KL7DG, KL7GN, KL7MF, KL7PE, KL7PJ, KL7JR, KL7AHI, WL7ABA, KL7AVX, KL7AXZ, KL7YG, KL7CUK, KL7JBL, KL7HCO, 
KL7HFX, KL7IHH, The Ladies of QCWA members present were; Marcie Trent (KL7DG), Evelyn McQueen (KL7AVX), Louise 
Devoe (KL7MF) and Pat Nightingale (KL7GN). 


Business included a report from the National Convention of QCWA in San Diego, by KL7AVX, introduction of new mem- 
bers, John Huber, Doris Staley and Russ Staley, by Chairman Davie. New members not in attendance were: KL7EKZ 
KL7AG, KL7AJZ and KL70T, of Aniak, Alaska. Chuck and Marj Sappah, KL7PJ and KL7YG were also new members attend- 
ing. 

A fund was established to purchase certificates for a Northern Lights Chapter Award which will be given amateur 
Radio Operators in the area outside Alaska contacting THREE members of the Northern Lights Chapter by any mode § 
on any band. 


John Trent, KL7DG, proposed establishment of a 27 meter band for very low power CW from 11300 to 11325 kHz, for 
adoption on a world-wide basis at the forthcoming WARC-79 Conference.

Dr Hisamoto related his life history as a scientist in the development of radio and his recogni- 
tion in Japan as the Father of Japanese Amateur Radio League (JARL), KL7DG displayed pictures of Petrograd, USSR, 
sent to him by his "call-sake'’ UAIDG, with whom KL7PJ had recently been in QSO, to underscore the 20th year of 
KL7DG's first QSO with UA 1DG 


In recognition of problems with Chapter number systems, Chairman Davies declared the Northern Lights Chapter of 
QCWA to be Number 92.

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QCWA FEATURE STORY 


More than 40 years ago, the FOC authorized Radio Station 
WLW to make "Super Power" tests in the standard band.... 
700 kilocycles, with 500,000 watts of power. Many of us 
can still remeber hearing that walloping signal when it 
was still popular to "DX" in the Broadcast Band. In the 
report below, which appeared in the FCC's First Annual 

report to the Congress for 1935, is some of the story... 


If we're lucky, someone from Cincinnati might give us a 
couple of pix for the next NEWS...and some story materi- 
al. meanwhile, we'll divulge some inside dope on why it 
was deemed best to terminate the tests. 


3. OPERATION AT 500 KILOWATTS 


On April 17, 1934, the Federal Radio Commission granted station 
WLW, Cincinnati, Ohio, which operates on the clear channel fre- 
quency of 700 kilocyeles, special temporary experimental authority 
to increase poster from 50 to 500 kilowatts during the regular broad- 
cast hours of operation. Prior to this time the station had been 
operated with 500 kilowatts power on 700 kilocyeles from 1 to 6 
4. M. as an experimental station, using call letters WSXO, This 
additional authority to WLW was granted in the interest of develop- 
ing the operation of broadcast. stations with higher power in order 
to determine the interference the benefits to the publie which 
might result because of better reception generally. 

This station was operated with power of 500’ kilowatts. using a 
conventional antenna, until February 11, 1935. ‘The Canadian Radio 
Broadcasting Commission informed this Commission of interference 
caused to station CFRB, Toronto, Ontario, which operates on the 
adjacent channel of 690 kilo s with a power of 10 Elowatts On 
December 21, 1984, the Commission adopted a minute specifying that 
apon expiration of the outstanding authority it would not be re- 
newed except that the application for extension must be based upon 
500 kilowatts operation dung daytime and 50 kilowatts operation 
during nighttime or 500 kilowatts at night using a directional an- 
tenna such that the signal in the Niag Palls-New York area 
Paste area to Toronto oyer which this Commi ris- 
diction) would not be greater than delivered by 50- 
tional antenna, On January 25, 1935, the Commission denied appli- 
cation for operation with 500 kilowatts at night but, granted it for 
500 kilowatts during daytime, Subsequently, the licensee applied 
to the Commission and was granted special temporary experimental 
authority to install a directional antenna so designed that the etfec- 
tive signals toward station CFRB would be contr 
as required. After erecting the new antenna. eys to detern 
its effectiveness were made by the licensee, Canadian authorities, 
this Commission, and other interested parties. These surveys indi- 
cated that the directional antenna was suppressing the signal as 
required and that the interference to station CFRB was no greater 
than when station WLW operated with 50 kilowatts conventional 
antenna, On this basis the Canadian Radio Broadcasting Commis- 
sion stated it had no objection to the continued operation of WLI 
with 500 kilowatts at night on an experimental basis. 

The effects of the operation with this amount of power have not 
been fully determined in all respects although sufficient data are 
available to indicate that the service of the station is greatly im- 
proved. Also, the experimental operation being conducted offers 
a means of further studying the effects and the obtaining of addi- 
tional data on which to base development of future policy on the 
operation of clear channel stations with a power in excess of 50 
kilowatts,

Wrote a nice letter about the 
old days - and we have excerpted from it. 


The recent story in QCWA NEWS on Grebe was a special joy 
to me as I lived in Richmond Hills from 1914 to 1963. I 
receieved my call, 2BSL, in 1921, at age 14. There were 
several hams there in 1921, mostly spark, but a few with 
VTs's on CW. The better sparks, owned by wealthy hams-- 
used the Grebe Synchronous Rotary Gap. 


In 1921 there were no broadcast stations, the lst’ voice 
I heard was late’in 1922 when AT & T experimented on the 
Jersey Shore. In those days, Al Grebe worked from his 
father's barn and employed less than six people. He used 
to throw pieces of bakelite on a pile outside the barn..

‘Headquarters has 
a library of callbooks fromthe old times that 
can be used in most cases. A request for in- 
formation will bring a prompt return letter! 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial mem- 
bership, this plus dues in the amount of $14 
for three years are payable in advance with 
ones application. Life membership may be ob- 
tained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee. Time 
payment of life membership fees is available; 
three payments to be completed in one year, 
of $35, 20 and 15 respectively. Upon comple- 
tion of the payment of the fee, Life Member- 
ship Certificate and membership card is sent
